[orousnl he trials and. tribulat— 
ions from day one.. to our pres- 
ent organization. They are the 
formula with which our board of 
directors insure the continuing 
Peccese of our club, Club 70O'.« 

Sometime in December, a 
Suggested addition to the club's 
By-Laws was submitted to our 
Board of Directors. During the 
Process Of phe General Meeting 
on January Iith, 1976, was 
Pesseo Dy Secret ballot. The 
proposed By-Law, from the hand- 
out sheet of the General Meeting 
agenda, read as follows; "At 
present there is no By-Law qual- 
iyi Sucesvs. lb LS proposed 
that menbers may sign in gay, 
bi-sexual and/or understanding 
OL Gay Tricgnds to the club”. 
Although the word 'straight' was 
mMOv 1n black & white...it was 
used many times verbally during 
Toe discussion which preceeded 
the vote on this By-Law at the 
meeting. The latter part of the 
proposed By-Law could be more 
clearly stated as such "'sign 
in gay, bi-sexual or straight 
Prrends to the club’” 

ev we taret Look av verl- 
PmOLo@yee. in regard to the 
Condition ‘straight’. Unable to 
find an appropriate explanation 
in any dictionary, I decided to 
establish one as I see iteco. 


"A person, Male or Female, havingaccept 


opposite sex in matters of deep 
emotional love and sex. Any person 
male or female having any tend- 


involvement, cannot be considered 


‘straight 


We have taken a big step by 
the acceptance of this By-Law...

I suggest this is a change not to 
be treated lightly, and one we owe 
a few second thoughts toward! 

I fail to see the importance 
or necessity for such an estab- 
lished case. It has always been 
to my understanding that this is 
a Club, organized, supported and 
operated by members of our gay 
eommunity. A Club for our eay 
society to attend, socialize and 
enjoy themselves thoroughly without 
the frustrations of'straights' in 
attendance.

Gepy Or anheritance of name, iden-— 
tLuy, Land end wealth, social 
position through the father rather 
than through the mother as had not 
too much earlier been the case. 

The individual can also turn 
to the advice of friends who, all 
too often are eager to promote the 
POLipnon View they might be into at 
the tine. Or one might turn to 
nostalgia and attempt to emulate: 
the one relationship that has been 
Piaeetat band and in the earliest 
memories seemed to work, that of 
the parents. 

So we are pretty well thrown 
On OUr own individual resources 
if the limited available guide- 
lines don't seem to work or be 
Piet tor ws. But then, even with 
better guides or models, we are 
thrown on our own resources, are we 
not, at least in the sence that Cie 
choice is our own responsibility. 
We can hope with the improvement 
in communication for gay people 
that there is going to be more help 
PYolieble im the fucure. 

im order to get there, that 
communication must grow. We're 
going to need a lot more good writ- 
ing on matters of gay concerns, 
more expository writing,more re- 
search, more reporting, good obj- 


ities experience. These have been 
in a sense, the building blocks of 
a corporate wisdome; they help us 
to know ourselves and our needs; 
they present for our reflection 
the options available and the 
pitfalls; they help us to develope 
our goals; they help us to shape 
our own view of ourselves relating 
to the world around us. 

We have a long ways to go 
before we will find ourselves in 
the position of being able to say 
that one way of approaching a pro- 
blem of gay life is the better 
way for most people. Even when 
that time comes we are going to 
have to avoid laying down laws 
for other people. After all it is 
that law laying that has destrot- 
ed life for so many people, gays 
and non-gays, over the centuries. 

At this point with the 
paucity of information that we 
have, it would be presumptuous 
and downright arrogant of me to 
attempt to give someone an answer 
to the question of fidelity in gay 
relationships. When someone wants 
to sit down and talk about it, as 
a real and personal problem not 
just an academic one for discussion 
Il think it is possible to help 
that individual sort out what it 
is that she or he is looking for, 
what the emotional and spiritual 
needs might be, what has been or 
is being tried to meet those needs 
and then to help the individual 
evaluate the effectiveness of the 
present approach or perhaps even 
the reality of the goals. 

There are some guides that we 
can talk about, guides that come 
out of the Christ-Wisdom. They 
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won't be pat answers. They will 

require taking our gays life style 
Very serzousiy. I'm afraid TI have 
to say that they won't be of help 


to everyone. But anyway, I'll begin 
to talk about them in the next :

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GAY VISIBILITY: 


A STRATHGY FOR TODAY 


Ganada's gay liberation movement 
has come a lonz way in the last five 
years. ecently we have seen cover- 
ave of gay is.ues in the newspapers 
and on radio and television on a scale 
we only dreamed of a few vears aa 
Pive years azo the Canadian gay lib- 
eration movement consisted of a hand- 
ful of people working in a few organ- 
izations in a few of the major cities. 
Today there are active gay orgariz- 
ations in all the major cities and in 
many smaller centres such as Freder- 
icton, Kingston and Gueljvh. and now, 
after several years of planning and 
work, most of these orvtanizations are 
united in a country-wide National (aj 
Rights Coalition, with head office in 
Ottawa. 


All this does not mean that every- 


thing is rosy for gay people in Canada. 
We still face countless types of dis- 
crimination, some subtle, some blatant. 
But 1t does point to the fact that the 
forces which work daily to alienate us 
as gay people have not prevented us 
from organizing on a national scale. 

But now that we have achieved 
this, we must examine what we are 


goine to do with it. we have achieved 
Situation which is presnant with pot- 
ential, but we will gain little from 

Lt Without efiort on our part. 

If we were to single out one fact- 
or which has made it possible for Soc- 
ilety to keep gay people disorganizea, 
and to ignore our needs, 1% is the facy 
that we are, for the most part, invis- 
ible to aereetr society. Very few 
people ou itside the say community Know 
of people the gay comm- 
unity nel ides . ‘Thus, most non-gar 

people maintain a belief in stereotypes 
of gay people, and their belief per- 
sists because they cannot compare the 
stereotype to anvthing real around then, 

How does this relate to the gay 
Lliberat:on novement? In several ways. 

[In political terns, coliticians 
resoond more to the number of votes they 
stand to lose or vain by their actions 
than they do to arguments about moral 
4ustice and human rights for gay people. 
PAIS we stand to gain by Poreine une 
politicians to take note of how many 
gay voters there are. An excellent 
examnie of how effective say solidarity 
at the polls can be is the recent 
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election of Liberal Marvaret Jampbell 
in Toronto's st. jeorge riding (the 
gay ghetto of Toronto) on a platform 
which included gay rights. The vis- 
ibility of gay peonle in her Pics 
led her to comment after the election 
"They may be a minority in Ontario, 
but not in St. George." Margaret 
Campbell is now actively campaigning 
for gay rights in the Ontario Levis- 
lature. 

In personal terms, one of the 
major obstacles facing gay liberation 
is the gut reaction many non-gav 
people have against their image of 
homosexuality. For many, perhaps 
most non-gay people, this prejudice 
is based on what they imagine gay 
people to be like. Most non-gay 
people are not aware of gay people. 
around them. But we, as gay people, 
cannot realistically expect non-gay 
people to reallv understand us if we 
do not come out and show thein what 
we are like. 

tas, wiile- Lt is important to 
have gay civil rights organizations 
campaigning for equal rights at the 
government level, and working on 
public education through newspapers 
and on radio and television, it is 
not enough. Most of the responsib- 
ility for public education lies with 
the whole say community and everyone 
io ts 

We must bezin to combat our in- 
vVisibilitv. we must hepin to draw 
attention to ourselves in manv sit- 
uations - not just as political act- 
ivists and spokespeople on television, 
but as ordinary peo»vle living a wide 
variety of different life styles. we 
must begin to have picnics and other 
activities which get us out into the 
larger community as identifiable groups 
of gay people. We must begin to touch 
and kiss each other in public. 
call it flaunting your sexuality when 
we do it, but for them it is considered 
acceptable. why should we settle for 
Less 

Visibility as a gay person is 
exciting but not easv at first. we 
all have images of terrible things that 
may result. But for most of us,

we can get awav with a lot more than we 
think we can. As a first step, the 
next time you are in Calgary or Van- 
couver, try holding hands with a friend 
or lover in public. Its easier when 
you're away from home. Feel the ex- 
citement of being yourself in public. 

Later, you nay feel comfortable 
with being visible at home - with 
groups of people or wearing a button 
when you're alone. 

Undeniably, being visible as a gay 
person is a risk. We are bargaining 
with society, trying to trade off part- 
ial tolerance for ultimate acceptance. 
And our position is much stronger now 
than it was five years ago. 

And the psychological benefits of 
showing straight society your pride in 
yourself are incalculable. 50 wink at 
the world, thumb your nose at straight 
bigotry, and show all the people out in 
the world that you're a human being, not 
a mythical creature.
